The "TrieState Defender", a newspaper catering to the . 
negro people in memphis, in the March 5, 1955, issue carried an 
article entitled, "Bill Seeks to Thwart Integration in Tenn.". 
This article, dateline Nashville, Tennessee, discussed what was 
identified therein as tne Stainback Bill, a proprosal to the 
Tennessee State Legislature relative to the circumvention of 
the Supreme Court decision of May 17, 1954, on the integration 
of the public schocl system. This article noted that the bill, 
introduced by State Senator CHanlsS A. STAINBACK, would confer 
"police power" on local school boards to assign pupils wherever 
the boards deemed best. The article noted that STAINBACK repre- 
sents Fayette and Haywood Counties, where the negro residents, 
although a majority, have long been denied citizenship rights, 
including the right to vote. The article indicated that the 
NAACP was active in opposing this legislation, although none of 
the individuals mentioned in the article were identified as 
coming from the local branch of the NaAdCP. 


The "Memphis World", issue of April 5, 1955, carried 
an article relative to a banquet held at the LeMoyne Colle 
cafeteria by the Memphis Branch of the NaaCP as a "kickoff" 
banquet initiating the membership drive. At the banquet, © 
according to the article, various negro ministers were 
givencitations for “meritorious community service" by the branch. 
The speakers at the banquet lauded the NasCP for the activity 
on behalf of the negro people. 
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The April 5, 1955, issue of the "Mewphis World" 
carried the following editorial:

"On this matter of civil rights the fat, so to speak,

"It's simply a matter of dollars and sense. We are 
going to have to "put up’ our money in support of organizations 
that are in the vanguard of the fight for citizenship without 
humiliating strings or either ‘shut up’ harping of our desire 
for human dignity. : 


"Right now the Memphis branch of the NAaCP, the number 
one champion of human dignity, is in the midst of its membership 
drive and how well that organization will be able to bring 
pressure to bear in our behalf depends on how You dig into your 
pocketbooks. , 


"A laudable rejuvenated Memphis NAACP has set its sights 
high and aims at 10,000 general members, 5,000 youth members 
and 100 life members. Needless to say this goal should be 
reached as living testimony that the Memphis Negro recognizes 
values and truly desires to be free.
